“Tam quite aware,” Dr, Sum- 
merskill proceeded, “that there are 
many excellent) women in the 
country who are capable of look- 
ing after children well, but these 
are not necessarily always the 
women who are ready to taken 
on the extra responsibility of hav- 
Ing a small child in their house- 
hold. The register which will be 
compiled for the ‘minder’ system 
will be of women who are chiefly 
anxious to augment their income 
and who will be able to do this 
by having a child in the house- 
hold. 

“The women will not necessari- 
ly be well versed in what con- 
s‘itutes a balanced diet, or will 
they have a special knowledge of 
child welfare. In these modern 
days, when the State spends mil- 
lions of pounds on child welfare 
services and on propaganda, in 
order to teach mothers the best 
methods of feeding and caring for 
thelr children, we should provide 
only the best care for children 
under five who are either evacuat- 
ed from their parents or who ure 
cared for outside their homes be- 
cause their mothers are engaged 
in industry. 3 

“There should be co-ordination 

between the Departments of 
Health, Education, end Labour, in 
order that these children should 
be cared for either in nurséry 
centres, or creches, where they 
will be fed and looked after by 
experts,

ANNIVERSARY IN 
POLAND 


_ The 150th anniversary 
of the adoption of the 
Polish Constitution, a 
Constitution born  with- 
out bloodshed, out of the 
nation’s free will, which 
gave the franchise to 
more Classes of the popu- 
lation than in any other 
-~Huropean country at that 
time, was celebrated re- 
cently. Poland then re- 
moved long-standing 
economic barriers between 
nobles and middle class. 
gave parliamentary repre- 
sentation to deputies from 
the cities, took the down 
trodden peasantry under 
Protection of the law and! 
placed decisions on way| 
and peace under parlia- 
mentary control. The new 
constitution declared all 
citizens to be ‘the defend- 
ers of national integrity 
and freedom” and the 
army “nothing but the;

* from the general strength 
of the nation.” At a time 
of world-wide political 
and religious persecution 
it declared: “Every man 
coming or returning to 
the state, as soon as he 
Sets foot on Polish — soil, 
becomes free.”

Crowds gathered in 
the main streets and squares to gaze with-interested 
curiosity at each new arrival... 

There was a general air of satisfaction at the 


change-over, and much talk of 
both political and material

We have been waiting for you 
for months,” two young Damas- 
cenes told me, Damascenes’ 
thoughts run partly on the im- 
provement of living conditions, 
which is expected from the rais- 
ing of the blockade, and partly 
nartly on. political independence. 
Colonel Collet, the first Allied of- 
ficer to reach the centre of the 
city, was greeted promptly by a 
delegation of the Syrian Govern- 
ment, which raised the question 
of independence. This is evidently 
a matter which will need careful 
handling. 

The Vichy troops did not sur- 
render Damascus without putting 
up a hard fight. Although they 
had begun to make preparations 
for evacuation four days ago, 
when the Indian brigade began its 
determined attack on the western 
suburbs. General de Verdillac 
was evidently reluctant to give 
way before a farce which he be- 
lieved to be inferior in numbers 
He was vrobably ignorant. that 
strong British reinforcements he~ 
been sent up. At all events his 
troops were posted strongly in the 
suburb of Mezze, which covers the 
Beirut road, and also held the 
fo-thils of the Anti-Lebanon, 
which overlook Damascus, and the 
tops of several of which are 
crowned with forts. Mezze and 
these .heights had to be taken be- 
fore the Allies could attempt to 
enter the city with impunity. 


A Battery’s Charge 


The Indians fought their way 
with great gallantry across the 
aerodrome, which bears the name 
of Mezze, to the edge of the 
houses. Meanwhile, an Australian 
battalion worked its way along 
the heights at the left of the 
position in an attempt to storm 
the forts. An attack on-the suburb 
did not make progress at first, os 
the troops were very tired with 
the fighting on previous days. The 
problem was eventually solved 
by the artillery in unorthodox 
style. A whole battery of eight 
25-pounders charged in line across 
a plece of oven ground and en- 
gaged the Vichy tanks and ma- 
chine-gun posts at the edge of 
the houses at a range of less than 
1,000 yards. The attack was high- 
ly successful. The village was 
plastered with shell fire,.and the 
French began to give way. The 
attack was then - pressed, two 
guns being pushed forward at a 
time: to- 500 yards’ range. then

This was Vichy’s 
last effort; they evacuated the re- 
maining positions without further 
ado. Free French colonjal infan- 
try, advancing yesterday morning 
farther east, had little difficulty 
in entering the town, and the 
mayor_came out with a white flag 
to meet them. This took place 
while the Australians were still 
chasing the Vichy rearguard along 
the Beirut road, 

Shortly before this Colonel 
Collet’s Circassians had broken 
their way in from the east through 
dense orchard country and were 
actually the first to reach the 
centre of the city.

SUITS FOR

With new electrically heated 


diving suits, insulated with glass 
cloth, divers will be able to des- 
cend deeper into the sea, stay down 
longer, and still retain ‘clearer 
heads¢han they could before. 
Formerly, a diver was supplied 
with ordinary air, which consists 
of a mixture of oxygen and.Nitro- 
gen. To overcome the pressure of 
many feet of water above, this has - 
to be considerably compressed. 
Under these conditions, nitrogen 
dissolves in the blood and enters 
the tissues. If he then ascends too 
rapidly, aod the pressure is reduc- 
ed, the nitrogen comes out of the 
blood, and forms bubbles in the 
veins and arteries, causing intense 
pain, This is called the “bends.” 


When First Tested 


By using in place of air a mix~ 
ture of oxygen and helium, once 
rare gas, now used for filling 
balloons and airships, the danger 
of the bends is greatly reduced, 
because of the lessened tendency 
of helium to dissolve in the blood 
and body tissues. Also it has been 
found that divers can maintain 
mental clarity over a longer period 
and at greater depths with the 
the helium mixture. 

P When it was first tried, however, 
divers found that they were much 
more sensitive to cold. than for- 
merly, and this, of course, ham- 
pered their work. Then electri- 
coy heated ‘suits. with’ normally , 
insulated wires -in-the underwear 
worn by the diver, were tried.

THIN: SHEETS :of. paper, printed once a week 
in London in a.variety, of languages, are playing an 
important part in ‘the struggle against Hitletism. 

' Through: these official gazettes and papers, the 
governments-in-exile now allied with Great Britain 
are knitting a war effort that reaches into every cor- 


ner of the globe. 

Gathered in exhibit at the 
Library of Congress, these Polish, 
Czechoslovakian, Netherlands, 
Norwegian, Free French, Belgian, 
and Luxemburgian publications 
are a graphic reminder of men’s 
determination to regain and main- 
tain their freedom, no matter if 
the battle must be fought far from 
home. 

The papers fall into two classes. 
The first is the more formal offi- 
cial gazette in which the govern- 
ment-in-exile prints its decrees, 
registers formal protests against 
enemy actions, and which serves 
as a means of communication 
among its officials in all parts of 
the world. The second ts the more 
homey newspaper, printed for 
exiles far from family and homes 
and dealing primarily in encour- 
aging statements from Britain and 
native sources. The latter pub- 
lication also reports on the activi- 
ties of exile groups. 


Paper For Soldiers 


A good example of the latter 
type is the Polska Walezaca, pub- 
lished weekly in London for 
Polish soldiers abroad. In_ its 
Christmas issue, which was out- 
standing for beautiful woodcut- 
like illustrations on its front page, 
it contained holiday greetings 
from the President of the Re- 
public, the Commander-in-Chief 
of the armed forces, and the 
Chelrmen of the National Coun- 
c 


The woodcuts, reminiscent of 
the soldier’s homeland and of the 
present stern duties before him, 
contrasted the star of Bethlehem 
and a flight of bombers, a Polish 
peasant playing his violin before 
a village church, and a Polish 
soldier on guard against the 
chalk cliffs of England. 


Poland is the first to be repre-, 


sented by an Official Gazette, 
which was issued at Paris on 
September 25, 1939, containing 
the proclamations issued in Po- 
land on September 17, 1939, trans- 
ferring the seat of government to 
the territory of a friendly ally and 
the executive power to the Polish 
Ambassador in Rome. Other num- 
bers exhibited show the Polish 
‘aw collection as_ first issued in 
France on Oct. 31. 1939, and as 
ast issued on April 30, 1940, as 
well -as the final issue of the 
Polish Gazette in France, dated 
May 20, 1940.

Norse Document 


For the Netherlands, the Dutch 
Guiana Official Gazette of May 
17, 1940, contains a telegram of 
the previous day from the Dutch 
Minister of Colonies to the au- 
thorities at Paramaribo announc- 
ing that the Netherlands Govern- 
ment was exercising from Lon- 
don its full authority over the un- 
occupied parts of the Kingdom. 
The first number of the Dutch 
Official Gazette to appear in Lon- 
don bears the date May 24, 1940. 

For Norway, the first Issue of 
the Law Gazette was printed in 
England on Aug. 15, 1940. This 
was a revision of the number is- 
sued in Norway on May 9, 1940, 
which contained the orders issued 
in April beginning with the in- 
vasion on April 9. Under date of 
Aug. 30, 1940. the Norwegian De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs be- 
gan publication at London of a 
weekly for Norwegians in Eng- 
land. 

For the Free French forces un- 
der the leadership of General de 
Gaulle in London, the publication 
of an Official Journal began on 
Jan. 20, 1941. French Equatozial

POLAND 


The 160th anniversary 
of the adoption of the 
Polish Constitution, a 
Constitution born with- 
out bloodshed, out of the 
nation’s free will, which 
gave the franchise to 
more classes of the popu- 
lation than in any other 
European country at that 
time, was celebrated re- 
cently. Poland then  re- 
moved long-standing 
economic barriers between 
nobles and middle class, 
gave parliamentary repre- 
sentation to deputies from 
the cities, took the down- 
trodden peasantry under 
protection of the law and 
placed decisions on war 
and peace under  parlia- 
mentary control. The new 
constitution declared all 
citizens to be_‘‘the defend- 
ers of national integrity 
and freedom” and _ the 
army “nothing but the 
defensive force derived 
from the general strength 
of the nation.” At a time 
of world-wide _ political 
and religious persecution 
it declared: “Every man 
coming or returning to 
the state, as soon as he 
sets foot on Polish — soil, 
becomes free.” Hertzberg, 
Minister of the Prussian 
Frederick II, declared that 
its adoption was one of 
the great events of the 
century and _ predicted 
that it would have great- 
er results even than the 
Revolution in France. 


After a century and a 
half heart-breaking strug- 
gle against more power- 
ful neighbours, Polish 
territory, twice before par- 
titioned and occupied, is 
‘again in possession of the 
-enemy. There could have 
been no, celebration of the 
‘old free:Constitution | of 
‘791 in Warsaw this, year.

TOKYO 
POLICY 


In the last year of the War of 
1914-18 this, country. passed an 
act of faith—the Education Act, 
1918—which was a land-mark in 
our educational history. 

That Act declared it to be the 
duty of the Local Education Auth- 
orities—who, under the super- 
vision of the Board of Education, 
are responsible for educational 
adm inistration—to provide for 
the progressive development and: 
comprehensive organisation 0 
education in their areas “with 3 
view to the establishment of a 
national system of public educa- 
tion availgble for all persons 
capable. of profiting thereby.” 

Within the limits of this short 
article it is not possible to trace, 
even in outline, the history of the 
progress made since that date. I 
will therefore content myseif with 
throwing a spotlight on some 
outstanding features of our educa- 
tional advance. 


Helping The Child 


The Act of 1918 abolished half- 
time attendance at elementary 
schools, and exemptions before 
the end of the term’ in which the 
age of H is reached. This secur- 
ed a very large increase’ in the 
number of senior children in the 
elementary schools and necessi- 
tated a fresh consideration of the 
appropriate schooling “to give 
them. ft a se. jet 
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of our secondary education. In 
spite of acute difficulties the 
average size of grant-earning 
schools rose by over 40 per cent, 
during that period and ever since 
there has been steady growth. 
Whereas in 1914 the number of 
pups in State-aided secondary 
schools was 187,200 the number 
in, 1928 was 470,000. of whom some 
365,000; or. 77 per cent, had pass~- 
ed on from public. elementary

Formerly, a diver was supplied 
with ordinary air, which consists 
of a mixture of oxygen and Nitro- 
gen, To overcome the pressure of 
many feet of water above, this has 
to be considerably compressed. 
Under these conditions, nitrogen 
dissolves in the blood and enters 
the tissues, If pe then ascends tvo 
rapidly, and the pressure is reduc- 
ed, the nitrogen comes out of the 
blood, and. forms bubbles in the 
veins and arteries, causing intense 
pain. This is called the “bends.” 


‘When First Tested 


By using in pJace of air a mix~ 
ture of oxygen and helium, once 
Tare gas, now used for Alling 
balloons and airships, the danger 
of the bends is greatly reduced, 
because of the lessened tendency 
of helium to dissolve in the blood 
and body tissues. Also it has been 
found that divers can maintain 
mental clarity over a longer period 
and at greater depths with the 
the helium mixture. 

When it was first tried, however, 
divers found that they were much 
more sensitive to cold than for- 
merly, and this, of course, ham- 
pered their work. Then electri- 
cully heated suits with normally 
insulated wires in the underwear 
worn by the diver, were tried. This 
resulted in fire danger, for the 
insulation is highly inflammable 
with sp much oxygen present. 

The new suits are insulated with 
Abregias, which is cloth woven of 
thin’ glass fibres, and is non- 
inflammable.

are knitting a war effort that reaches into every cor- 


ner of the globe. 

Gathered in exhibit at the 
Library of Congress, these Polish, 
Czechoslovakian, Netherlands, 
Norwegian, Free French, Belgian, 
and Luxemburgian publications 
are a prapnic reminder of men’s 
determihation to regain and main- 
tain their freedom, no matter if 
the battle must be fought far from 
home. 

The papers fall into two classes. 
The first Is the more formal offi- 
cial gazette in which the govern- 
ment-in-exile prints its decrees, 
registers formal protests against 
enemy actions, and which serves 
as @ means of communication 
among its officials in all parts of 
the world.-The second is the more 
homey newspaper, printed for 
exiles far from family and homes 
and dealing primarily in encour- 
aging statements from Britain and 
native sources. The latter pub- 
lication also reports on the activi- 
ties of exile groups. 


Paper For Soldiers 


A good example of the latter 
type ts the Polska Walczaca, pub- 
lished weekly in London for 
Polish soldiers abroad. In _ its 
Christmas issue, which was out- 
standing for beautiful woodcut- 
like illustrations on its front page, 
it contained holiday greetings 
from the President of the Re- 
public, the Commander-in-Chief 
of the armed forces, and. the 
Crone of the National Coun- 
elt. 
The woddcuts, reminiscent of 
tbe soldier’s homeland and of the 
present stern duties before him. 
contrasted the star of Bethlehem 
and a flight of bombers, a Polish 
peasant playing his violin before 
a village church, and a Polish 
soldier on guard against the 
chalk cliffs of England. 

Poland is the first. to be repre- 
sented by an Official Gazette, 
which was issued at Paris on 
September 25, 1939, containing 
the proclamations jssued in Po- 
land on September 17, 1939, trans- 
ferring the seat of government to 
the territory of a friendly ally and 
the executive power to the Polish 
Ambassador in Rome. Other num- 
bers exhibited show the Polish 
law collection as first issued in 
France on Oct. 31, 1939, and as 
‘ast issued on April 30, 1940, as 
we}l as the final issue of the 
Polish Gazette in France, dated 
May 20; 1940. -- 246

Norse Document 


For the Netherlands, the Dutch 
Gulana Official Gazette of May 
17, 1940, contains a telegram of 
the previous gay from the Dutch 
Minister of Colonies to the au- 
thorities at Paramaribo announc- 
Ing that the Netherlands Govern- 
ment was exercising from Lon- 
don its full authority over the un- 
occupied parts of the Kingdom. 
The first number of the Dutch 
Official Gazette to appear in Lon- 
don bears the date May 24, 1940. 

For Norway, the first issue of 
the Law Gazette was printed in 
England on Aug. 15, 1940, This 
was a revision of the number is- 
sued in Norway on May 9, 1940, 
which contained the orders issued 
in April beginning with the in- 
vasion on April 9. Under date of 
Aug, 30, 1940, the Norwegian De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs be- 
gan publication at London of a 


weekly for Norwegians in Eng- 
land. 

For the Free French forces un- 
der the leadership of Genera] de 
Gaulle in London, the publication 
of an Official Journal began on 
Jan. 20, 1941. French Equatoiial 
Africa, organised on Sept. 1, 1940. 
as Free French Africa, by the re- 
presentative of General de Gaulle, 
began issuing its Official Journal 
at Brazzaville. on Sept. 15, 1940. 

The latest of the exiled gazettes 
is represented by the of the Grand 
Duchy of Luxemburg, dated Feb. 
15, 1941. containing decrees issued 
by the Grand Ducal Government- 
in-Exile at Montreal.

Compulsory powers 
will, if necessary, be used 
in mobilising women for 
war work and the choice 
of occupations will be 
more restricted, said Mr.

The papers fall into two classes. 
The first is the more formal offi- 
clal gazette in which the govern- 
ment-in-exile prints its decrees, 
registers formal protests against 
eriémy actions, and which serves 
as a means of communication 
among its officials in all parts of: 
the world. The second is the more 
homey newspaper, printed for 
exiles far from family and homes 
ahd: dealing primarily in encour- 
aging statements from Britain and 
native sources. The latter pub- 
lication also reports on the activi- 
ties of exile groups. 


Paper For Soldiers 


A good example of the latter 
type is the Polska Walczaca, pub- 
lished weekly in London for 
Polish soldiers abroad. In its 
Christmas issue, which was out- 
standing for beautiful woodcut- 
like illustrations on its front page, 
it contained holiday greetings 
from the President of the Re- 
public, the Commander-in-Chief 
of the armed forces, and the 
pao of the National Coun- 


The woodcuts, reminiscent of 
the soldier's homeland and of the 
present stern duties before him, 
contrasted the star of Bethlehem 
and a flight of bombers, a Polish 
peasant playing his violin before 
a village church, and. a Polish 
soldier on guard against the 
chalk cliffs of England. 

Poland is the first to be repre- 
sented by an Official Gazette, 
which was issued at Paris on 
September 25, 1939, containing 
the proclamations issued in Po- 
land on September 17, 1939, trans- 
ferring the seat of government to 
the territory of a friendly ally and 
the executive power to the Polish 
Ambassador in Rome. Other num- 
bers exhibited show the Polish 
Jaw collection :as_ first issued in 
France on Oct. 31. 1939, and as 
last issued on April 30, 1940, as 
well: as the final issue of the 
Polish Gazette in France, dated 
May 20, 1940.

Norse Document 


For -the Netherlands, the Dutch 
Guiana Official Gazette of May 
17, 1940, contains a telegram of 
the previous day from the Dutch 
Minister of Colonies to the au- 
thorities at Paramaribo announc- 
ing that the Netherlands Govern- 
ment was exercising from Lon- _ 
don its full authority over the un- 
occupied parts of the Kingdom. 
The first number of the Dutch 
Official Gazette to appear in Lon- 
don bears the date May 24, 1940. 


For Norway, the first issue of 
the Law Gazette was printed in 
England on Aug. 15, 1940. This 
was a revision of the number fs- 
sued in Norway on May 9, 1940, 
which contained the orders issued 
in April begin ag with the in- 
vasiop on Apri, 9. Under date of 
Aug. 30, 1940, the Norwegian De- 
partment of ‘Foreign Affairs be- 
gan publfcation at London of a 
weekly for Norwegians in Eng~’ 
land. 


For the Free French forces un- 
der the leadership of General de 
Gaulle in London, the publication 
of an Official Journal began on 
Jan. 20, 1941. French Equatorial 
Africa, organised on Sept. 1, 1940, 
as Free French Africa, by the re- 
presentative of General de Gaulle 
began issuing its Official Journa 
at Brazzaville on Sept. 15, 1940. 


The latest of the exiled gazettes 
is represented by the of the Grand 
Duchy of Laxemburg, dated Feb. 
15, 1941, containing decrees issued 
by the Grand Ducal Government- 
in-Exile at Montreal.

leave. 

On June 21, arcused went on 
duty at 7 a.m. and, us usual, was 
given his revolver and 12 rounds 
of ammunition, The employers 
of decensed would say that he was 
not armed, had no revolver | and 
only carried a stick. | Evidence 
would show that both men were 
In the vicinity about two hours 
later, 


Heard A Bang 


A foki of a roast meat shop 
would say he heard a bang und 
then four or five loud reports and 
a commotion ‘in the street. He 
then noticed he was injured in the 
ankle. 

Talak Singh, a watchman, would 
say that he was sitting on a 
stool and saw deceased standing 
near a pillar with a stick. Then 
he went Inside and heard a bane 
like the bursting of a tyre, He 
came out and saw deceased in the 


same position and accused at a 
narrow entrance with a revolver 
in his hand pointed in the direc- 
tlon of deceased. Accused fired a 
shot which: struck deceased on the 
cheek. Deceased turned’ round 
while Talak Sing ran into the shop 
to telephone the police. There he 
heard three more shots. 


Chang Yau-kam, a foki, saw the 
two Indians about two yards apart 
and saw two shots fired at deceas- 
ed, 

Chan Wing, a street cootie, who 
was sitting with his back agalnst 


a pillar heard three shots and saw 
deceased col'apse. 

A police constable who was on 
duty rushed up and, seeing what 
was happening, hid behind a pillar 
to pounce on accused. He noticed 
deceased on the ground and heard 
two or three more shots fired. With 
the assistance of another wutch- 
man, he disarmed accused, The 
cylinder of the revolver was loose 
and there was a struggle before 
the revolver was taken away. In 
accused’s hand were seven rounds 
and, Mr. Williams suggested, ac- 
cused intended to reload his re- 
volver, 


Accused’s Story 


Accused was taken to the Police 
station. Here Inspector Whant 
noticed that his clothing was In 
order and that his turban was not 
disarranged, nor were there any 
marks on the body. Accused was 
cautioned and asked about the 


incident. He sald that he was 
taking to another Indian when 
deceased came up and put his 
closed fist on his chest. Deceased 
put his hand on the revolver, 
There was a struggle, two rounds 
went off and deceased fell to the 
ground. When formally charged. 
accused said that he was assault - 
ed and repeated the story. 
Deceased was taken to hospita? 
but died later. The post mortem 
showed that accused had two bul- 
lets in him and that the danger- 
ous wound was in the centre yee 
the back. Mr. Williams said d 
ceased was a big man and it wa: 
not possible for one man to out his 
hand behind the other in the 
strugg’e ond inflict the iniuries.
